A prima faae case of unpatentability is established when the infonnation compels a conclusion that a claim is unpatentable under the 
preponderance of evidence, burden-of-proof standard, giving each ternn in the claim Its broadest reasonable construction consistent 
with the specification, and before any consideration is given to evidence which may be submitted in any attempt to establish a contrary 
conclusion of patentability." 

If the materiality of the information is not clear, please send it to us, as soon as possible after its discovery, for our evaluation. The filing of an 
IDS shall not be considered in any way to be an admission that the infonnation is or is considered to be material to patentability. 

Timing

To minimize questions of validity based on a non-English language reference, option (1) is preferable, especially if the invention is of commercial 
importance. While proceeding under option (2) or (3) may be sufficient to comply with the Rule, any resultant presumption of validity over the non- 
English language reference(s) may be overcome in litigation, e.g.. If the explanation is shown to be inaccurate or incomplete. Also, we foresee that
